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The President’s Way 
(Minneapolis Journal) 

It is reported that the President, asked by 
a woman what her young son should study, 
replied: ‘‘Latin, Greek and mathematics! They 
will make him work. He needs to be made 
to work,’’ 

Mr. ‘Coolidge makes no complaint of the 
drudgery of his office, of which the country 
has heard so much the last few years. He 
doesn’t’ regard favorably legislation devised 
to relieve the Chief Executive of the burden 
of signing his name innumerable times. When 
several hundred commissions pile upon his 
desk, he calmly signs them all withotu any 
fuss. He takes the mechanics as well as the 
high decisions of his office as all in the day’s 
work, and is said to regard the drudgery patt 
as good for himself, a sort of offset to the in- 
tellectual functioning. 

The dietarians nowadays hold that our food 
requires a factor of ‘‘roughage’’? which isn’t 
assimilated, but which helps the disposal of 
waste. The old notion of a coneentrated diet 
of nothing but essentials has gone into limbo. 
The human system needs foods as they are, 
in part nutritive, in part surplusage. 

The pseudo-intellectualists are always com- 

paining of drudgery. Yet the drudgery in 
any intellectual adventure furnishes ballast 
for the craft. Spinoza, the Spanish Jew of 
Amsterdam, one of nature’s best examples of 
sublime intellect, ground glasses to support 
himself rather meagerly. Certainly the trade 
did not hinder him from creating a metaphy- 
sies which was comprehensive and profoun‘. 
Doubtless while his skillful fingers moved, his 
vast mind turned over the enormous problems 
with which it concerned itself. Spinoza in his 
garret, bent over his tools, was not a figure 
to be commiserated, but a man to be envied, 
-as one engaged in a helpful, not a hindering 
drudgery. 
_. Siegreater portion, quantitatively, of any 
work is drudgery. And the larger portion of 
drudgery is good for man, teaches him pa- 
tience, the mastery of his own rebellions and 
erraticisms. Napoleon, no doubt, was the pro- 
foundest strategist, the ablest’ tactician in 
history, but how he planned the Marengo 
campaign illustrates his laborious method as 
contrasted with his intuition At Dijon for 
months, day and night, he and. Davoust, his 
greatest general, toiled at the details to pre- 
pare that foree which he was to take over the 
St. Bernard Pass into Italy upon the Austria 
rear. : 

Too little education these days is directed 
toward making youngsters work. It aims in 
getting them interested, in appealing to their 





play faculty. Stiff discipline is not much con- . 


sidered. The child isn’t trained to.do what 

is unpleasant, what is difficult. Consequently.

Results of the Parole System 

(Argonaut) 

A professional thug with an unsavory rec- 
ord held up a bank in the heart of San Fran- 
ciseo one day last week and shot the police- 
man who arrested him. The policeman died. 
The thug awaits trial for the murder. He 
was caught red-handed by the man he shot, 
and the shooting was done in the presence of 
a crowd of witnesses. Therefore the proba- 
bilities are that he may be convicted of mur- 
der and eventually hanged. As a matter of 
real publie importance, however, the fact that 
Felix Sloper, the thug, may be hanged for the 
murder of his victim is subsidiary to the fact 
that Felix Sloper is only a single representa- 
tive of a great army of professional thugs 
that is now being developed and nourished 
under the parole system, as applied to perpe- 
trators of crimes of violence in California. By 
virtue of that system, a convict that has serv- 
ed a certain part of his sentence and has con- 
formed to the rules of his prison may be re- 
leased from that prison ‘‘on parole,”’ that is 
to say, on his honor, if application for his 
release be made, and plausible reasons for 
such release be given to the State Board of 
Prison Directors. Needless to say, the num- 
ber of applications for such releases is large 
and the plausibility of the reasons upon which 
such releases are based is limited only by the 
ingenuity of the applicants. It is no reflec- 
tion upon the membership of the existing or 
of apy previous prison board to -aver that 
while such a. system remains law the activi- 
ties of the board in operating it form a con- 
tinual source of menace to the safety of the 


“publie in California. 


Virtually all ‘‘hold-ups’’ and similar crimes 
now of daily occurrence throughout the state 
are known to be, or are presumed on good 
authority to be, the work of criminals who 
are at present out of jail on parole, or of 
novices that these criminals have enlisted to 
assist them in perpetrating crimes of violence. 
In respect of the parole system, as an institu- 
tien, there are two views as to: its relative 
beneficence or detriment to the interests of 
the public at large and to the individual that 
is presumed to profit by its application. The 
popular theory of its supports is. that the sys- 
tem is noble, uplifting and edifying, and that 
theory is vigorously disseminated ‘by all per- 
sons and propagandists who understand how 
easy it is to inspire the heart of the unthink- 
ing with sympathy for the under dog. On 
that account, also, it 'as to be openly ap- 
proved and commended by all politicians, 
jadges and legislators who jJepend upon the 
votes of the masses for their election to or 
maintenance in office. Only those persons 
whose business is the prevention of crime, and 
whose specialized education and training give 
them an understanding of the habits and pro- 
pensities of criminals, persistently, and for 
good reason, condemn the system. These per- 
sons, the police, contend that the probability 
of a convicted criminal returning to the ways 
of crime, especially if leniency be extended 
to him by reduction of his term of punish- 
ment, is as great as that of a fool returning 
to his folly. Be that contention right or 
wrong in its universal sense, we are experi- 
encing in California today a plethora of vio- 
lent crimes far greater than that which eom- 
pelled our Pioneers to form their Vigilance 
Cominittees three-quarters of a century ago, 
Too many of these crimes are perpetrated by 
previously convicted offenders now at large 
under the provisions of the parole system. 
Every budding disciple of these seasoned crimi- 
nals, and most of them have their acolytes, is 
encouraged by his leaders in the undertaking 
of risky ‘‘jobs’’ by the assurance that he need 
not be unduly apprehensive of the “conse- 
qoences in case of arrest. Becanse, if he is 
not let off with a suspended sentence under 
the first offenders’ act, it will be easy to ob- 


tain his release a little while later under the’ 


genial operations of the parole system. — 
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Safety First Observed 


(Santa Barbara News) 

In a remarkable set of figures presented" by 
the Yosemite National Park officials there is 
found ample confirmation that the rigid en- 
forcement of the ‘‘safety first’’ rule practic- 
ally puts an end to the dangers of automobile 
travel. 

During the ten years that automobiles have 
been permitted to use the roads of the- Yose- 
mite wonderland, nearly 200,000. ears have 
traversed those roads, -Almost half a million 
persons have entered the valley in these cars 
and yet but two fatal accidents have occurred 
in the ten years. 

When the Yosemite roads were first opened 
to automobiles, some of them were so steep 
and narrow that they were regarded as dan- 
gerous. even for horse vehicles. In many 
places, it was impossible even for a horse and 
buggy to pass another. ‘‘Hairpin turns’’ add- 
ed to the danger of the roads on the grades 
going up the summit and even worse ones on 
the road going down into the valley. 

And yet, in spite of these dangers because 
of the rigid rules enforced by the soldier 
guards of the valley roads, traffic was safer 
in the streets of any city in the land or on 
the paved highways where the safety first 
rules were not in force. 

Under the administration of the federal gov- 
ernment, the roads of Yosemite have been 


widened. Sharp turns“‘have been eliminated. 
Safeguards have been provided at points of 


particular danger and.giant boulders have 
heen placed along the édge of the road to pre- 
vent cars from going over the grade. 

As a result of these*improvements and the 
safeguards enforced by the government 
agents,. the journey to Yosemite is about the 
safest and certainly one of the most enjoyable 
automobile trips in California. 

If the motorists in other places would exer- 
cise the caution enforced in the national park 
there would be a marked drop in the number 
of automobile aceidents. After all, it is the 
man at the wheel who. usually wrecks the car.

California’s eco Folks Live 


Rural residents of California are longer 
lived than their city brothers. There are al- 
most 2 per cent-more deaths per hundred 
thousand population in the larger places than 








there are in places having less than. 10,000 


people. 

Analysis of mortality statistics for Cali- 
fornia brings to light: some interesting facts 
concerning the health of both the city man 


and the small town resident. There are nearly — 


twice as many deaths from appendicitis in the 
cities than. occur in the rural districts. Diph- 
theria and bronchitis are not as fatal in the 
outlying sections as they are in the, crowded 
centers, and neither cancer nor diabetes are 
as deadly in the open spaces as they are to 
residents of big cities. Deaths from disease, 
too, are much more common in the cities. 

Death by suicide is’ a more frequent oc- 
currence in the cities’ than in the smaller 
places, the Foundation reports. On the other 
hand, typhoid is found to take its heaviest 
toll in the more isolated regions, perhaps. be- 
cause of lack of hygienie conditions and the 
difficulty of ready médical aid. Influenza, 
too, is a greater menace'in the country than in 
the city, and ‘strangely enough, the tubercu- 
losis rate is higher in the smaller places than 
in the larger. : 

The lower death rate of the rural sections 
of the state as compared to the cities is no 
doubt due in a large measure to the more 
normal, natural life that the rural resident 
leads as compared to the man in the large 
cities:. And it is- especially remarkable in that 
only three per cent of the country’s rural resi- 
dents are estimated to observe the funda- 
mentals of health in the disposal of their sew- 
age and the safeguarding of their drinking 
water supply. As rural health work is ex- 


panded, a big change may be looked for in . 


the prevention of premature death and hu- 
man illness as well as; promotion of oxhblic 
health and economic savings.

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‘TREES AND SHRUBS 
FOR HOME GARDENS; 


| 


By F. R. Boys 

There should be a reason for 
every tree and shrub and vine 
which we plant in our yards. A 
hit-and-miss arrangement ig not 
artistic,-but the rules of the land- 
scaping art are as definite as the 
rules of any other art. We ad- 
mire a_ beautiful, parklike yard, 
but few of us understand how to 
proceed to make one. 


The first thing to do is to make 
a plan of the yard, like the blue 
print the architect used in build- 
ing the house. Mark on it, in 
proportion, the location of the 
house, outbuildings, walks, trees, 
shrubs and vines already there. 
With these in mind, study what 
others are needed to complete the 
picture or perhaps some are so 
inappropriate that they should be 
removed. 


Thore is nothing more beautiful 
than a lawn, with just a few cor- 
rectly placéd shrubs and: vines and 
flowers. Keep your plan simple. 

There are four proper places 
for flowers or shrubs: First, group 
ed along borders; second, at the 
intersection. of walks and drives; 
third, along the foundations of a 
building, and fourth, separating 
lawns from’ gardens. If you are 
planting flowers which will bloom 
at the same time, choose colors 
which harmonize. It is possible 
to choose such plants and shrubs 
as. will give a succession of bloom 
from May to October. ‘ 

Trees are appropriate on each 
side of the house, forming a frame 
for the picture, and as a back-; 
ground. Ornamental trees and 
shrubs can be grouped in the cor- 
ners of the lot, and in corners 
formed by a porch or an ell of the 
building: 

Do not plant trees where they 
will shut off the air from the up- 
stairs; and do not place shrubs 
which will grow tall in front of 
windows. . Place low shrubs—if 
any—under windows. - 

Vines. and. shrubs should not 
shut off ‘all view of the walls or 
the foundation. ‘It will be more 
effective if the foundations of the 
house. show in places, giving an 
air of substantial firmness. Vines 
had ‘best ‘be trained on framework 
to avoid their rotting the wood, 
and making it easier to let them 
down and paint at times. 

In planning the setting for your 
home, mix brains and love with 
it; those elements help to make 
of it a real home. 


PLANTED MILLION TREES 


One of the good things the late 
Adolph Sutro did for San Fran- 
cisco was the planting of what is 
known’ ag the Sutro forest, near 
the ocean front, said to contain 
1,000,000 or more eucalyptus trees. 

Part of that forest lies in what 
is called the Sunset district; and 
of late has been sold for subdi- 
vision into residence lots. Orig- 
inally the entire forest site was 
a treeless waste of barren sand. 

California. has millions of acres 
of such waste land in the neighbor- 
hood of towns and cities, which in 
like manner may and should be 
reclaimed by planting trees, with 
profit to the owners or their heirs, | 
and much benefit to the welfare |
